potential  of  the  province.

1957-58,  and  in  both  eases  anticipate  near^boom  conditions  during  19^0,  a  good  demand 
for  Alberta  products  can  be  confidently  expected  over  the  next  12  months.  A  surge  of 
industrial  ccnstruction  ncn-r  in  swing  is  compeiisating  for  e  Icirer  volume  of  housebuild- 
Ingo  As  the  plants  now  under  construction  001.0  into  production  during  i960  ar.d  I96I 
the  value  of  irianuf'acturing  should  reach  ne\T  heights. 


The  outlook  for  the  agricultural  community  is  more  uncertain.  Wiille  the 
recent  Ottawa  legislation  is  obviously  designed  to  prevent  a  significant  sag  in  total 
farm  cash  income,  it  is  no  less  obviously  designed  to  deter  the  production  of  large 
surpluses  at  high  prices,  /imerican  livectccl:  herds  are  being  built  up  again  and 
shipments  of  livestock  and  products  to  the  (J.S.A,  will  not  reach  the  record  levels  of 
recent  years.  Grain  shipmoxits  have  held  at  previous  years  levels  and  ma^'  even  he 
expected  to  increase  slo^-^ly.  Miiierai  production,  pai'ticularly  of  natural  gas  and  of 
crude  oil,  can  be  expected  to  increase  throughout  i960.  Rising  personal  income 
ensures  a  good  year  for  the  commercial  aiid  financial  community. 


The  growing  labour  force  should  be  absorbed  in  the  expanding  econoiny  without  undue 
difficulty:  at  the  same  time  it  is  unlikely’’  that  labour  supplies  will  be  as  tight 
as  in  1956.

Higher  flax  sales  and  higher  prices  for  flax,  combined  vrith  higher  gross 
returns  from  wheat  offset  lower  receipts  from  livestock.  Mustard,  rapeseed,  and 
sunflower  were  produced  in  significant  quantities  in  southern  Alberta  and  are 
leading  to  a  measure  of  crop  diversification. 

Cattle  marketings  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1958,  so  that  despite 
higher  prices  total  returns  to  the  end  of  Novem.ber  were  $8  million  lower.  Sub¬ 
stantially  higher  hog  marketings  were  met  with  substantially  lower  pork  prices  sc 
that  total  returns  from  hogs  were  below  those  of  I958. 

Between  30^  s-nd  of  grain  crops  remained  unthreshed  at  year  end: 
weather  conditions  in  the  spring  of  i960  will  determine  the  quality  and  quantity  recover¬ 
able.  Canadian  livestock  shipments  tc  the  U.S.A.  have  fallen  off  considerably  as 
compared  with  1958. 


It  is  difficult  as  yet  to  assess  the  effect  of  the  new  federal  legis-

lation  which  seems  designed  to  discourage  overproduction  while  maintaining  base 
prices  to  small  producers.

The  value  of  mineral  production  rose  from  $346  million  in  I958  to  $378 
mdlllon  in  1959*  Tiie  largest  increases  were  in  sales  of  natural  gas  which  rose 
by  $6  million  to  $26  million^  and  in  sales  of  crude  oil  which  increased  from  $283 
million  to  $309  million. 

An  active  oil  and  gas  well  drilling  programme  was  continued  during  the 
year  with  over  800  initial  oil  well  completions  and  more  than  200  gas  well  complet¬ 
ions.  About  9/250  oil  wells  and  78O  gas  wells  are  no*w  "capable  of  production". 
Footage  drilled  in  1959  totalled  approximately  9/600 ,,000  feet  practically  par 
with  19581 

Actual  sulphur  production  more  than  doubled  during  19595  however;?  sales 
remained  at  the  1958  level.  Reversing  a  trend  for  the  first  time  in  a  decade,* 
coal  production  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year 5  due  primarily  to  some  trial 
shipments  to  Japan  from  the  Crowsnest  Pass  area.  Sales  of  structural  minerals 
increased  substantially  keeping  pace  with  the  construction  programme.

COI^TRUCTION 


The  value  of  building  permits  Issued  was  higher  than  ever  before.  For 
the  Calgarj/  metropoliteLn  area  they  approached  $111  million;  and  for  the  Edmonton 
metropolitan  area  $98  million.  Alltold  ten  cities  accounted  for  $203  million 
within  their  incorporated  limits.  Rural  and  other  points  accounted  for  $65  million. 

House  building  declined  somewhat  with  "starts"  to  the  end  of  October 
totalling  8,680,  as  compared  with  10,365  in  1958;  ho\rever,  the  figure  is  well  a- 
bove  the  5^851  of  1957*  Tlie  number  under  construction  at  3I  October  was  pract¬ 
ically  on  par  with  the  number  in  1958  (6,466  cf  6,798). 


Won-reGidential  conc-truction  declined  somewhat  during  1959:  substantial 
institutional^  ccmmerciaJ,,,  and  industrial  projects  aie  under  way.  Contracts  award¬ 
ed  as  reported  by  the  IJacLean  Building  Guide  show  industria}  conctruction  up  by 
$16.0  million  dollars  and  bu£;d.nesB  construction  36^  ahead  of  last  year  to  the  end 
of  October. 

Employment  in  the  industry  has  been  higher  than  in  1953  many  projects 
appear  to  have  been  so  timed  as  to  provide  continuity  over  the  1959 “^0  winter 
season. 

"Tight  money"  and  higher  interest  rates  have  undoubtedly  had  some  effect 
on  building  prograiranes ,  particularly  housing.  Hov?>everj  the  monetary'  situation  seems 
to  be  resulting  in  a  shift  In  emphasis  to^rards  non-residential  construction*  rather 
than  in  forcing  any  curtailment  cf  the  total  effort  of  the  construction  industry. 

No  diminution  of  activity  is  expected  in  i960.

Accompanying  this  review,  is  a  listing  of  new  manufacturing  plants,  and 
additions  to  existing  facilities,  announced  during  1959»  The  imminence  of  increase 
ing  natural  gas  exports  touched  off  announcements  of  construction  or  expansion  of  a 
series  of  oil  refineries  and  gas  processing  plants,  now  at  various  stages  of  dev¬ 
elopment  and  totalling  over  $Uo  million  in  value.  Iron  and  steel  and  transport- 


ation  industry  firms  are  constructing  plants  and  facilities  valued  at  $17  million. 
Nev  to  western  Canada,  and  Alberta.  In  particular,!  are  two  rubber  tire  plants  valued 
at  $11.5  million.  A  series  of  chemical  and  petrochemical  plants  with  a  wide  range 
of  products,  was  announced  with  a  valuation  of  $30  million.  Tne  growth  of  this 
construction  Industry  was  inducement  for  materials  manufact  an  rig  firms  to  expand 
nearly  $7  million  in  expansion  and  new  plants.  5'ood  products  and  miscellaneous 
plants  accounted  for  an  additional  million  dollars.  These  plants  were  well 
scattered  over  the  face  of  Alberta. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Electricity  generated  was  19^o  higher  than  in  1958,  and  for  this  first 
time  will  total  over  three  billion  K.VJ.H. 


Forestry  prc-duction  also  was  higher  than  in  1958j  22^  higher  for  pulp- 
wood  to  the  end  of  October;  and  13  higher  for  sawn  lumber  to  the  end  of  November. 
Hov'ever,  sawmill  operators  are  being  faced  with  new  regulations  regarding  grading 
of  lumber  entering  the  U.3.A.  market  effective  in  i960. 


Fur  production  was  higher  in  value  than  in  1958  by 


Bank  clearings  for  the  year  at  major  centres  were  3.0^  higher  than  in 
1958.  The  largest  absolute  increase  occurred  in  Calgary,  but  all  centres 

showed  ga,in£c 


Wholesale  and  retail  sales  showed  substantial  gains  over  1958c  To  the 
end  of  November  wholesale  trade  v/as  l3  higher^  but  for  the  month  of  November 
alone  was  3  lowe.r<.  Ail  cities  shared  equally  in  the  year  tc  yaBX  increase. 


Retail  Trade  to  the  end  of  October  vras  higher  than  in  1958  and  re- 
poidis  indicate  that  the  last  two  months  maintained  the  percentage  advance.  The 
total  volume  is  estimated  at  $1,330^000,000.  The  largest  absolute  increase^  were 
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shown  by  grocery  stores  (up  $7  million);  department  stores  (up  $8  million);  and 
motor  vehicle  dealers  (up  $2U  million). 

In  spite  of  the  weather  conditions  the  total  number  of  visitors  to 
national  parks  increased.  However,  the  increase  was  confined  to  Banff  Park;  all 
others  showed  decreases.  Visitors  numbered  l,8o6,271  as  compar-ed  with  1;753?598 
in  1958. 

Ei'IFLQYMEiJT  AIxTD  LAEO?Jh  (Employment  Index  19^9  =  ^00  throughout) 

Non-agricultural  employment  dioring  1959  exceeded  that  of  the  previous 
boom  year,  1958.  /JLl  industrial  sectors  shared  in  the  increase  except  mining  which 
reported  an  employment  level  below  that  of  1958*  The  construction  index  for  the 
year  averaged  208  as  compared  with  I87  in  1958  •  1  The  manufacturing 

employment  index  was  159  as  compared  with  150.  The  service  industry  employment 
index  rose  from  I68  to  179* 

In  Calgary  the  industrial  composite  index  rose  from  157  in  1958  to  168 
in  1959  with  the  constructicn  employment  index  rising  from  207  to  252,  For  Edmonton 
the  industrial  composite  index  rose  from  179  "to  I86,  with  the  manufacturing  index 
rising  from  174  to  I85,  and  the  construction  employment  index  rising  from  l84  to 

196. 


The  average  of  weekly  v/ages  and  salaries  for  all  non-agricultural  indust¬ 
ries  rose  from  $73*83  to  $75*93  Tor  Alberta;  from  $68.73  "to  $71.58  for  Calgary; 
and  from  $70.26  to  $71.06  for  Edmonton.  All  figures  apply  to  last  pay  period  of 
September  in  1958  and  1959. 

Latest  estimates  of  labour  income  for  1959  Indicate  an  Increase  of 
approximately  10^^  above  the  I958  total  of  $1,038  million. 

The  number  of  unplaced  applicants  registered  at  National  Employment 
Service  offices  for  employment  has  been  lower  than  in  1958  throughout  the  year.

The  Jenuary  1,  i960  tot.ai  >ms  almost  indentical  witli  that  of  1959  {3>;'491  -  32,596), 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  unreasoinabiy  cold  weather  in  November  resulted  in  a  large 
number  Oa  ccnstruotacn  workers  being  laid  off  temporarily,  and  that  their  return  to 
work  was  not  yet  reflected  in  the  records. 

With  a  large  construction  progr32iime  under  way,  with  business  generally 
bouyant,  and  with  a  record  year  expected  in  n.anufactiiring  production  in  i960,  a 
year  of  reasonably  full  emploi^Tiient  can  be  expected  confidently.

CALGARY; 


Grail"  crops  in  the  Calgary  area  were  about  average  do-ring  1959 •  Some 
weather  damage  w’-as  sustained  at  harvest  time  but  net  vc  the  same  extent  as  in 
central  areas  of  the  province.  Livestock  growers  had  a  good  year.  Conatruction 
in  the  Calgary  area  continued  at  a  high  rate  suid  building  permits  issued  in  the 
metropolitan  ai-sc  were  a  lictie  higher  thati  the  1958  total  at  ^lil  million. 
Wholesale  arid  Rets.il  trade,  were  born  some^fnat  higher  than  in  1958.  Bank  Clearings 
were  up  quit-e  sharply  (l4.0fy)  to  $6,367  miliicn  for  the  year.  Manufacturing 
industries,  particularly  those  associated  .fith  the  building  and  conitruction  in¬ 
dustry,  were  operating  at  record  levels  dui'ing  most  of  the  year. 

3mplo>incnt  in  Calgar;/  was  at  record  high  levels  during  the  past  year. 
V/inter  construction  has  been  more  active  than  in  previous  years  and  helped  in 
maintaining  seasonal  unemployment  at  a  minimum.  There  are  several  major  projects 
planned  for  this  area  and  prospects  for  the  coming  year  are  very  good. 

DRUILdULLLR: 


Grain  crops  were  average  to  fair,  but  harvesting  is  not  complete.

Returns  from  livestock  were  excellent.  Retail  and  wholesale  trade  were  5^  higher 
than  ir.  1958*  labour  situation  has  not  been  difficulty  slackening  opportunity- 

in  the  mines  was  counteracted  by  increased  construction  activity,  ^and  the  higher 
empl.oyment  induced  by  the  trend  to  mixed  farming  in  the  district.  Although  the 
coal  Industry  is  still  a  very  vital  factor  in  the  valley,  the  economy  appears  to  be 
stabilizing  around  the  faming  pop'ulace.  Tourism  is  slowly  becoming  a  more  import¬ 
ant  factor.

The  farming  industry  In  the  Mmontcn  district  was  hard  hit  by  adverse 
weather  in  1959 »  'd^^'er  ui  the  grain  rn  this  area  remains  unnar vested  and  much 

of  that  already  threshed  Is  tough  or  damp.  Cattle  prices  were  only  slightly  higher 
but  hog  and  poiilnry  prices  dropped  close,  to  production  cost  with  little  prospect 
of  impro’/ement . 


Construction  in  the  area  in  1959  ^”as  at  slightly  above  the  record  1958 
l-Evei-:  building  p-ermits  in  the  iriei;ropoiit.aa  area  totalled  over  $98  million. 
Induatrial  cons  traction  continued  at  a  high  rate  throughout  the  y.ear.  Retail 
traae  and  bank  clearings  at  Edmonton  remained  .almost  unchanged  from  previous  years 
figures  i-hiis  wholesale  trade  gained  somewhat  over  the  1958  totals.  Manufacturing 
here,  ae  in  mCEt  other’  parts  of  the  province,  was  operating  at  record  levels. 

Ther'E  I'as  a,  .strong  demand  an  the  lumoer,  cem.ent  and  building  supply  group  due  to 
the  high  level  of  cons  true  tioji  tnr-oughout  the  province. 

*  Kmpicjymsnt  in  the  Simeaten  area  was  at  a  sCmewhat  higher  level 
than  in  1958  in  most  ca^esorlss.  Cons true tier,  workers  were  in  demand  throughout 
the  year  end  mdld  wi.ater  weather  has  kept  this  group  employed  at  well  above  aver>age 
winter  level.

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GR/a'IDlL  PRAIRIE; 

Field  grain  crops  in  this  distinct  i^iere  gcod  in  I959  but,  as  in  many 
other  districts,  hain^esting  vas  riffected  by  adverse  weather.  Construction  during 
the  year  \tb.s  almost  I/3  above  I958  levels  and  as  a  result  employment  in  the  build¬ 
ing  trades  was  constant.  A  number  of  industrial  construction  projects  were  urider- 
taicen  in  this  area  in  19.59*  Sawmills  were  busier  than  usual  due  to  the  building 
boom  in  this  country  and  the  U.S.A. 

LETiiBRIDGE; 

District  farmers  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  complete  their  harvest 
although  grades  suffered.  The  sugar  beet  han'est  was  normal  but  prices  were  some¬ 
what  lower.  'The  sunflower  crops  on  irrigated  land  yielded  well,  but  yields  of 
canning  crops  were  lower. 

Retail  and  wholesale  trade  held  up  well  over  the  year  as  a  whole. 

Several  nevr  manufacturing  plants  and  additions  to  lines  in  existing  plants  added  to 
the  industrial  potential  of  the  district.  The  construction  industry  enjoyed  a 
good  year  with  the  highest  valuation  for  building  permits  of  any  year  to  date.  As 
might  be  expected  with  healthy  economic  activity,  employment  levels  were  higher 
than  in  previous  years. 

LLOYDMIllSTLA; 

Although  difficulty  was  experienced  in  harvesting  operations,  enough 
threshing  was  completed  to  ensure  successfully  wintering  and  feeding  of  livestock. 
Little  excess  cash  is  available  due  to  the  lack  of  threshing.  Retail  and  whole¬ 
sale  trade  increased  in  the  first  9  months  of  the  yeor*,  but  fell  off  with  the 
suspension  of  bain^^esting  operations,  llanufac tuning  operations  were  steady,  but 
plants  did  net  work  at  capacity  due  to  poor  snmmer  weather  conditions  in  the 
province.  Generally  labour  supplies  w'ere  no  more  than  adequate  tnroughout  the 


year.  The  ccnstruoticn  industry  was  active  throughout  the  year,  as  were  those 
manufacturing  plants  producing  materials  for  the  industry. 

MEDIC  TO  MT; 

Grain  crops  were  15^  to  below  normal  in  yield.  The  irrigated  area 
west  of  the  city  Is  increasing  gradually,  and  is  providing  the  opportunity  for 
growing  a  variety  of  specialty  crops.  Sales  of  stock  and  feeder  cattle  have  fallen 
off.  Retail  and  wholesale  trade  was  up  from  lOfs  to  Manufacturing  plants 

operating  loads  varied^  flour  mills  at  80^  of  capacityj:  x^ottery  plants  at  a  very 
low  level;  brick  and  tile  plants  at  near  capacity;  and  glass  and  fertilizer 
plants  at  satisfactory  levels.  Construction  firms  have  had  a  active  year',  the 
value  of  building  permits  being  higher  than  any  year  since  construction  of  the 
fertilizer  plant.  The  business  outlook  for  i960  appears  generally  favourable, 

RED  DEER: 


Crops  In  the  area  were  good  but  harvesting  was  hampered  by  adverse 
weather.  Construction  activity  was  high  with  building  permits  totalling  $8.3 
million,  almost  double  the  previous  record  set  in  1958.  This  was  well  distributed 
among  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  institutional  building.  The 
labour  market  was  good:  although  workers  were  available  v/hsnever  required,  little 
unempiojanent  was  noticed .  Retail  and  wholesale  trade  volumes  increased.  Im¬ 
portant  new  manufacturing  plants  are  being  constructed  in  the  area  and  should  be 
in  operation  in  i960.
